NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The sensational reports relating to the estab'ishme2at of the colony of 
Mauricio in the Hirsch settlement in the Argentiaa, which reached 
Berlin a few days ago, are rea'ly very ancient history, if they are 
authentic history at all. The events with which they profess to deal belong 
to the pre-Goldsmid era when the directorship was in other hands, and they 
sll tock place some time last year. It is Cesirabl+ that thos cireum- 
stance should ba well emphasised, for Colonel Goldsmid has need of all the 
confidence and sympathy of his {friends in Europe in the gigantic tack he 
has undertaken. Moreover, there are a good many people in Argentina who 
are interested in obstructing and wrecking the great scheme which Baron de 
Hirsch has confided to the pluck and adminis'rative ability of Colonel Gold- 
smid, and hence all the reports relating to the progress of 
the Colonisation Association whieh are not authenticated with 
names which command respect, should be received with something more 
than the proverbial grain of salt. Colonel Goldsmid has already been 
confronted by many difficulties which he scarcely expected to meet when 
he left England. The immigrant Russian Jew, in his journey to a new 
Canaan, differs but little from his stiff-necked ancestors who mocked the 
law-giver in the Desert with the inquiry whether there were no graves in 
Egypt, that they should be brought into the wiiderness to die. 
err Paul Friedmann discovered this to his cost during his Midian 
experiment, and the New Joshua has by this time, perhaps, also made the 
disappointing discovery for himself. To some extent he was probably 
prepared for it, but he was scarcely prepared for cther obstacles of a more 
insidious and difficult kind which he has had t» encounter, and which 
we regret to say are not wholly of non-Jewish or gin. 
The article and report we print in another column will remind our 
readers that among certain sections of Jewry the Ninthof Ab still receives its 
full measure of mournful honoure. The description of the manner in which the 
Three Weeks” in general and the Black fast in particular, are observed in 
erusalem, ig pathetic enough to rouse the sympathies even of those Jews 
for whom the Ninth of Ab is nothing more than a datein the Calendar. It 
is tonching to read of fugitives from Jussian tyranny, driven from country 
and home by relentless persecution, essaying to piece together the fragments 


— 
of their ruined lives in the Holy Land, and finding a corner in their stricken 
hearts for sorrow at national disasters which occarred more than eighteen 
centuries ago, (ae would have thought that they had too many griefs of 
their own to think of the past woes of their race, and to make them, for the 
time being, their own. the eufferings of Israel of oll have, in 
every age, evoked most sympathy from the distressed hearts of living Lerael, 
prrhaps bocanse those who sorrow themselves are best ab'e to raalise the 
sorrows of other hearts and other days, Beneath the m*mory of Israel's 
calamitics an undertone of consvlation has ever been perceptible to 
the sensitive Jeni-h ear, and by a strange piradox the persecuted Jew has 
had only to think of Z on, bo ved in the dust and forsaken, in orler to fiad 
his troub'es st once intensified and alleviatel. Toe D ving Hand that has 
laid the fempls in ra’ns wilone day rebaild it, and as it rises from its ashes, 
a'l Israel's sorrows vani-h.

The retirement of Mr. Nathan 
position Of Honorary Secretary o! the 
which is profoundly regretted by everyone whe knows the working of that 
body. For ten years, that is from the es'alb'i-hment of the firat Relief Com- 
mittee, Mr. Joseph has discharged the dutiis of Honorary Secretary wit 
rare and conspicuous ability. It seldoms happen that work so ardu sus and 80 
comp! cated falls to the lot of yoluntory workers, and still less often ty those 
who are well occupied with an engrossing profession. [t iano more than a jast 
tribute to say that in these eventful ten years of Ra so-Jewish persecation 
an amount of work, both initiative and executive, has fallen upon Mr. Joseph 
which almost surpasses the labours of any other in? vidaal in our community 
upon a given subject. The correspondences which he has conducted has 
been well-nigh stupendous. Tis labours have been unceasing during critical 
periods, It could not reasonably be expected that he could coatinue sncn 
work indefinitely. The Committea have done their best to pat off the evil 
day as long as possible—and the difficu ty of finding a successor has proved 
insurmountable. With Mr, Joseph’s re:ignation, therefore, the post of 
Honorary Secretary ceases. The Committee are henceforth ob'iged to appoint 
a paid Secretary. The selection of Mr. Joseph Jacobs for that office—at 
present on a probationary term of three months -—was cictated by the 
exigencies of the situation, and it is doub fal whether a happier choice could 
have been made. Mr. Jacobs has worked a3 Assistant Secretary under Mr. 
Joseph during the same ten years. It is therefore presumable that he is well 
acquainted with the intricat? machinery which he is about to handle. There 
ean be little donbt that the ripe experience and wise counsel of Mr. N. 8. 
Joseph wi!l still be at the cervice of his colleagues, 

. Ant -Jew'sh leg'sla‘ion in Rassia constan''y gives rise to questions 
which it would have taxed the wit of the Talaudic doctors or the medizral 
schoolmen to decida. One such quest’on has recently been perplexing the 
mind of Coant Alexis Ignatiey, the Governor-General of Kiev. The 
Jewish students of the Russian Univ r-ities have privileges as to residence 
which are denied to the rest of the Jews. Aad thus the nice point has 
arisen whether the Jewish staden's of the Uaiversi'y of Kiev could extend 
their privileges to their parents and live with them in any part of the city, 
or whether their parents’ disab:l.ties were cowmusiea'ed to them, and 80. 
made it imperative to shut them up with the rest of their brethren in the 
Jewish districts. General Lgnatiev decid-d the questi on in characteristically 
Russian fashion. The Jewish stulents, he declared, may live anywhere 
in Kiev, but their parents may live on'y ia the tvo qaarters assigned to 
Jews. Asa consequence of the ruling of this Rassian Rhadamanthus one 
of two things must happ n. Either the Jewish stadents will have to 
reside in wholly inconveni+nt loca‘itics, or they will have to live apart 
from their families. The latter contingency has not been overlooked by 
General Ignatiev. Ia his opiaion it is not at all essential that all the 
members of a Jewish family should live together. This obiter dictum is 
not surprising. Seeing that Rassians are no‘ very deeply impressed with 
the importance of family-life, it couli hardly b: expected that they would 
sympathise with the veneration which Jews feel for it. Jewish love and 
respect for the home is the secret of half the virtues which characterise the 
race, If the Czar’s myrmidons wish to degrade the morale of the Jews to 
the Russian level they wil do well to imitate General Ignatiev’s latest 
action. But itis very hard that the one possession which the Jew bas 
always considered inalienable should be tilched from him by these crafty 
measures, The worst of Russian persecution is that it robs its victims not 
only of their property and their peace of mind, but of their integrity. 


The German newspapers in referring to the Buschhoff trial, ont one 
tion to the fact that the Blood Accusation is actually taught to ebil pane 
Romat Catholic Schools in Germany through the medium of ee ion 
in which the lives are given of the child saints who are eee | * 
victims to medieval Jewish “Ritual Murders.” One of these books 
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entitled “ Katholischer Kindergarten oder Legende fur Kinder.” It is 
published under the patronage of the highest local Ecclesiastical Authorities, 
by Herder of Freiburg, and is the compilation of a Jesuit Priest named 
Franz Hattler. Three of the legends detailed in this work refer to the 
Blood Accusation. The first gives the story of St. Werner of Wesel, who 
is said to have been sacrificed by Jews during Easter week in 12X7, and of 
whom a memorial exists in the ruins of the Werner Church near Bacharach, 
The second is the legend of Andrew of Rinn whois said to have suffered the 
same fate in 1462; and the third is the more familiar story of Simon of 
Trent whose martyrdom is dated from 1475. In the form in which these 
stories are narrated, there is nothing to show that their authenticity has ever 
been doubted. Indeed, every resource of rhetoric i3 used to paint the Jews 
in the worst colours as bloodthirsty ogres. The third legend is indeed, 
prefaced by the statement that “ reliable evidence shows that Jews are in the 
habit of stealing, buying and murdering Christian children.” It is further 
pointed out that as Jews are labouring'under an everlasting curse, their hatred 
to Christians is equally everlasting, and the inference that the writer leaves 
his readers to draw is that the Ritual Murder is consequently a 
constant phenomenon in, Jewish life. The discovery that this disgraceful 
work is now incirculation has produced considerable sensation in Germany, 
and Conservative organs like the Avinische Zeitung join hands with 
Democratic newspapers like the /’rankfurter Presse in severely condemning 
this literary outrage, 


The Chief Rabbi may well cry, ‘“ Save me from my friends.” He 
has sanctioned modifications in the Ritual which have the not unusual 
merit of not quite satisfying anyone, and therefore may be supposed by 
impartial persons to be well conceived. But such is not the opinion of 
some who stand in the closest relation to Dr. Adler. Without even con- 
enlting him previously, the Board of Management of the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue have issued a circular to the Seatholders inviting an expression of 
their opinion upon the question of introducing into the Service of that Syna- 
gogue many of the modifications recently considered by the Council of 
Ministers and sanctioned by the Chief Rabbi. But the ultra-orthodox will 
have none of them—or very littleh—and have demanded of the Board of 
Management that they shall reconsider the terms of their circular. Thus, 
within but a short period after he has vacated the Bayswater pulpit, Dr. 
Adler hears the words “ Orthodox” and “ Reform” bandied about to the 
disturbance of that erewhile reposeful congregation. And Mr. Samuel 
Montagu was much too *‘ premature” at the last meeting of the Shechita 
Board when he confidently announced that the Machsiké Hadass Society 
was moribund. On the contrary, it is more alive than ever to safe- 
guarding ‘‘ Kashrus” in the community. The Chief Rabbi has now to 
reckon with his ‘‘ orthodox” friends, and they have the great advantage 
of insisting upon choosing ground and weapons of which Dr. Adler must 
fain approve. 


In our last week's issue we gave the resolutions of a Conference of 
Reform Rabbis who met in the early part of the month at New York. Some 
indication of the view taken of the Conference even by ministers of recognised 
Reform congregations is indicated by the circumstance that Dr; G, Gottheil 
‘‘ evaded” the Conference by returning the invitation to attend its meetings 
and by leaving New York on the day of its assembly. The most striking 
resolution that was passed by the Conference was to the effect that 
proselytes to Judaism should be accepted without any initiatory rite save a 
solemn declaration to worship the One God and to be governed throughout 
life by the t:achings of Holy Writ. In other words, the Reform Rabbis of 
America have resolved to re-introduce the order of the “ Proselyte of the 
Gate” of ancient times. As the Resolution has some historic jinterest we 
reprint it textua'ly :— | 

_ Resolved, That the Central Conference of American Rabbis, assemblid this day in 
this city of New York, considers it lawful and proper for any officiating rabbi, assisted 
by no less than two associates, to accept into the sacred covenant of Israel and declare 
fully affiliated to the congregation any honorable and intelligent person who desires such 
affiliation, without any initiatory rite, ceremony or observance whatever ; provided such 
person be sufficiently acquainted with the faith, doctrine and canon of Israel; that 
nprnang Setegatory to such person’s moral and mental character is suspected; that it is 


his or her free will and chvice to embrace the cause of Judaism; and that he or she 


declare verbally and in a document signed and sealed before such officiating rabbi and his 
aesociates his or her intention and firm resolve— 


1. To worship the One, Sole and Eternal God, and none besides him. 
2. To be conscientiously governed in his or her doiags and omissions in life by God's 


laws ordained for the child and image of the Maker and Father of all, the eanctified son 
or daughter of the divine covenant. 


3. ‘To adhere in life and death, actively and faithfully, to the d; 
mission of Israel, as marked out in Holy Writ, woth sereeeyonnny (088 


The address of the Rey. Issac M. Wise, a3 President of the Conference, 
was regarded by the New York Jewish press as conceived in a spirit which 
entirely robbed the Conference of a representative character, It is regarded 


as ‘‘ phenomenal” that the resolution quoted above should have been based 


upon a report in which was the statement: ‘“ Neither of these three 
initiatory rites for the Proselytes to Judaism [the Sacrificial, the Ritual 
Bath and Circumcision} is ordained or otherwise suggested in the Torah, 
Prophets and Hagiography.”” Dr. Wise is rebuked for his want of know- 
ledge of Exodus xii. 48 :.— 


“And when a stranger shall sojourn with thee, and will keep the passover to th 
Lord, let all his males be circumcised, and then let him come near par Kame it; plas - 
shall be as one born in the land; for no uncircumcised person sha)] eat thereof.” 


Other »ractical results of the Conference included the adoption of atill 


another new Prayer-book prepared by Dr. Isaac S. Moses, in which English 
is more predominant than ever, and the Hebrew has to be read from left to 
right of the book. ‘The principle of adapting the Prayer-book to the needs 
of each succeeding time is being pushed to a dangerous extreme by these 
ultra-Reform Rabbis, and an apparent justification is given to the bitter cry 
of Conservative Ministers against even necessary modifications which their 
own “orthodox ” members desire. 
One of thos> ministers, the Rey. Dr, Morais, of Philadelphia, 


has published a sermon which he recently delivered at the thirty. 
second anniversary of the consecration of his present synagogue 
Dr. Morais has been minister of his congregation for more than forty 
years, and he used the occasion to review the developments which 
American Judaism has undergone during that period. Sseing that 
he has strong conservative tendencies, it is not surprising that the 
results of his survey do not please him. The reforms that have been intr). 
duced into the synagogue fill him with the utmost concern for the future of 
Judaism. English in the Service, bare-headed worshippers, family-pews — 
all these things to the good and venerable pastor seem of ill-omen for the 
stability of the faith. He declares that he wil never sanction such innova. 
tions. He will remain to the end a staunch champion of conservative Judaism, 
whatever others may do. Dr. Morais’s persistence is admirable, for it springs 
from sincerity. But it seems to err almost as much in the direction of eon. 
servatism as the views of Dr. Wise and his school do in the opposite 
direction. It strikes us tat Dr. Morais imperfectly appreciates some of the 
changes that have come over Jewish life and thought during the past forty 
years. American congregations cannot, »sny more than English congregations, 
be content with a form of Service which satisfied Jews when the veteran 
pastor entered on his labours in Philadelphia. And the choice lies between 
giviig thema Service which will interest and impress them, and forcing 
them, slowly, but none the less surely, out of Judaism altogether. No 
minister, who is at once earnest and thoughtful, can hesitate long between 
these alternatives. Declarations about grasping the old banner to the last 
sound brave and pathetic; but their practical value is very small. What is 
the good of waving the old flag when there is no army left to follow? And 
this might easily be the result of a general adoption of Dr. Morais’s principles, 


— 


There are signs of this untoward state of things even in Philadelphia. 
Dr. Morais bewails the fact that many of his old congregants have deserted 
him for pastors who offer more congenial doctrine and a more acceptable 
Service. Heis astonished and grieved to note the “ transformation in the 
mode of thinking and acting of families and individuals, for whose staunch 
adherence to the statutes I might have pledged my word of honour,” He 
does not see that these facts msy be a most eloquent condemnation 
of his own ideas and policy. He admits that his Synagogue 
has lost many membere, and that the refusal of reforms keeps 
many of those that still remain from attending the Service. It may 
be true, as Dr. Morais urges, that the reform temples are no better 
attended than the Orthodox Synagogues ; but is it not also true that but for 
the existence of the temples thi.se who now worsbip in them would not have 
worshipped anywhere? The object of a revised Service is not exclusively to 
attract new, but to retain existing congregants. To decline to modify 
the. Ritual on lines sanctioned by authority and necessitated by the 
changed needs of the present day, owing to the extreme length to which 
ultra-Reformers go, is no more defensible than if legislator’ were t» 
hesitate tomake necessary and prudent changes in the law becaase there are 
Anarchists who would destroy the fabric of society. 


The fourth centenary of the discovery of America by Columbus, that is 
to be celebrated upon, such a grand scale in the United States, Spain and 
elsewhere, is not altogether devoid of interest for Jews also. When 
Columbus presented his plan of making his way to the Indies by sailing 
to the West—and -thus accidentally discovered the New World—King 
John of Portugal submitted it for examination to hia Jewish astronomer, 
Joseph Vecinho, who cordially approved of it. It was partly also by the 


aid of a nautical astrolabe invented by Joseph Vecinho that both Vasco de 


Gama and Christopher. Columbus made their world-famous journeys. It is 
well known that Columbus carried with him two Jews, albeit converted ones, 
who might speak with the natives in Hebrew as the nearest thing to the 
universal language. It is, moreover, an oft-quoted coincidence that in the 
same year (1492) that America was discovered, the Jews were expelled from 
Spain. In view of thesefacts the announcement made recently that at an 
exhibition of documents to be held at Madrid in honour of Columbus, 
‘many records of the ancient Jewish inhabitauts of Spain” will be shown, 
mast certainly arouse the curiosity of all interested in Jewish history. Dr. M ' 
Kayserling will doubtless find in these materia's forthe work he is contemplating 
on the connection of the Jews with the discovery of the new world. And Mr. 
Joseph Jacobs would probably find something to add to the calendar of — 
ments on Hispano-Jewish history which, we understand, is to appear at Po 
beginning of next year. It would indeed be strange if any large collection : 
documents relating to Spanish hist ry before 1492 was found to be withou 
reference to the Jews of that country. 


The new number of the Revue des Etudes Juives—with its front page i 
mourning, a deserved tribute to the memory of M. Loeb—contains severs 
articles of exceptional interest. M. Loeb himself contributes 4 posthumous 
paper on‘ Le Folk-Lore Juif,” which contains some valuable comments - 
Judah Ibn Verga’s Shebet Jehuda.

This enlightened 
view is one that has not yet found its way to all the Yeshiboth of Jewry, and 
may be regarded as an anticipatory defence and justification of the modern 
school of scientific Jewish student-. Mr. Schechter, himself so distinguished 
a member of this devoted band, Las done well to call fresh attention to the 
importance of the Jewish thinkers and writers of the Renaissance age. We 
should like to see an Kaglish essay on this subject from Mr. Schechter’s pen. 


The efforts to form locel Orphan Aid Societies in the Provinces should 
receive ample support from members of country Congregations. The visits 
to the Provinces of Mr. M. J. Green, the able Secretary of the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum, have served to increase information, deepen 
interest and extend sup ort to this most deserving of Jewish charities and, 
until recently, most neglected by our Provincial brethren. A large per- 
centage of the inmates has always been drawn from the Provinces, and it is 
but fair—to put it on the lowest of grounds—that the Provincial support 
should be proportionate, The Jews’ Hospital is as local to any town in 
Great Britain as it is to London. oth the purpose of i's work and the 
method of that work make it an institution which all British Jews may be 
proud to own and should be anxious to support. It is but right that its 
c'aims should be brought before [Provincial congregations as distinctly as 
possible, and we trust that the efforts now being made in response to the 
Secretary's visits will not be relaxed.

CONGREGATION VERSUS COMMUNI'TY.. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir,—The letter of my friend, Mr. Alfred Henriques does not surprise me 
eccept in so far as he raises two contentions, (1) “ That the whole question, and 
the only question, was whether that Congregation (the West London Syna- 
gogue) should use the burial-ground belonging to the United Synagogue on 
certain terms embodied in a scheme.” (2) “1 believe in the value of sects.”’ 
Everybody will understand that a gentlemen of the high intelligence and 
breadth of view of Mr, Alfred Henriques would be eager to extricate himself 
from tie unfortunate position of being in the same “lobby” with those who 
had avowedly arraigned themselves against the principle of communal union. 
Mr. A'fred Henriques is moreover one of those whom | had in view when I 
wrote these words, “I fully recognise that there were one or two individuals 
opposing the scheme, who disavowed the separatist motive.’ At the meeting 
Le distinctly stated that he was not opposed to @ scheme for uniting for burial 
purpo es with the United Synagogue, but he objected merely to that particular 
scheme, It is fair to Mr. Alfred Henriques to state that owing to absence from 
London he was not present at any one of the meetings of the Council at which 
this scheme was so carefully and minutely considered. Now, however, Mr, 
Henriques has gone far beyond his speech at the meeting of the 10th of July, 
for he writes in reference to “ unity’ that it is neither possible nor desirable. 
If he had been speaking of “ uniformity,” I should have agreed with him, but 
it is “unity” which he deprecates. And indeed he raises once more what I 
ventured to conceive was the true issue involved at that meeting. This is 
aking very different ground from those who tried to impress us with the idea 
that we were merely considering a financial. contract. hat was the view of 
your correspondent, Mr. Arnold J. Marks, and with regard to him, therefore, I 
have only to say that we are not on the same logical plane. I contended 
at the meeting and in my previous letter to you, Sir, that to treat the matter as 
nothing but a question of business, was to obscure the actual issue. I will now 
refer your correspondents to the text of the first manifesto of the original 
founders of the West London Synagogue dated 24th of August, 1841, and your 
readers can judge whether if the lives of those pious and exemplary men could 
have been prolonged to this date they would not have rejoiced, as the majority 
of their successors on that same Council did rejoice, at the willingness of the 
United Synagogue to unite once more in death. Their words were these, “ In 
thus establishing a new synagogue on principles hitherto not occupied or 
approved by your body, we may possibly encounter considerable difference of 
opinion and a strong prejudice against our proceedings; but having been 
actuated solely by a conscientious sense of duty, we venture to hope that on 
further consideration our intentions and our motives will be duly appreciated, 
and that those kindly feelings, which ought to exist between every community of 
Jews, will be maintained in all their force between respectively, the congregation 
which bo represent, and the small body whose views we have herein endeavoured 
to explain. Before concluding weare anxious to impress on your minds that we 


are most desirous of continuing to make through you a contribution towards the © 


relief of the poor and to devote some of our time and attention to the super- 
intendence of those excellent institutions connected with the‘ Parent Syna- 
gogue. Influenced as we are by a sense of duty to offer our assistance in these 
works of charity towards our poorer brethren we should derive no small 
gratification if in thus co-operating with you to satisfy the claims of humanity, 
we should find that we are thereby establishing a bond and symbol of connection 
with the old congregation and assuring you its welfare will never be a subject 
of indifference with us, we shall but express the words which we utter so 
frequently in our daily orisons, may He who maketh peace in His high Heavens 
grant peace unto us and unto all Israel, Amen,”’ Not one word was mentioned 
a8 to separate burial. 
_,. the scheme of religious reform did not involve in the minds of those 
ny men, who initiated it, any thought of establishing a separate 
urial-ground. On the contrary, it was with horror that that necessity was 
aced, some considerable time after the opening of the Burton Street Syna- 
Bogue. The necessity forced by ecclesiastical ban was received by the Reform 
ep aRogue with the utmost pain. And now after fifty years for members of 
he Reform Congregation to contend that separate burial can advance the 
Cause of reform appears to be an outrageous absurdity. If separate burial was 
not considered necessary by the original reformers who had to steer the move- 
—P its most difficult waters, what possible plea can there be for it 
wns b ;challenge anybody to refute the plain historical statement that the 
oe ishment of a separate burial-ground for the Reform Synagogue was not 
ae y not part of the reform movement, but positively one of the impediments 
the e be sogressed and an impediment raised from without. The separate 
lal retarded the progress of reform, for many persons would have joined the 
w congregation if doing so had not separated them from their families at the 
ere. it not obvious that the congregation whose progress has been retarded 
hd separate burial, which had never been sought on their own part, should be 


ost thankful when in the fulness of time ant with the growth of enlightment | 


| that painful necessity can be 


removed;? What greater triumph could have met 
the gaze of founders of the Reform Synagogue than the realization of the 
union for which they so earnestly slendie’ in the pathetic document just quoted. 
For us of the present generation of the Reform Synagogue to turn our backs 
on the past, to let the words of the first charter of our synagogue fade away from 
our ears is in my humble judgment to prove untrue to the mission of religious 
reform. It is nothing less than an impious retrogression, going backward 
indeed not forward. This charge which I bring unhesitatingly against 69 or 70 
people who overwhelmed the Council on July 10th is further justified by the 
fact that the synagogue from week to week presents the same spectacle of 
spiritual decline which that meeting symbolized. Those who care more for a 
siugle congregation than for the entire community do not, I maintain, apprehend 
what were the motives of the founders of the Reform Synagogue. Mr. Alfred 
Henriques asks, “Is it possible that an ignorant Jew from Whitechapel or 
Houndsditch can share the liberal opinions of Mr, 0. Simon or Mr. Claude 
Montefiore ?"" If by this he means the principles of religious reform, I can 
only say that I have far more hope of finding my Whitechapel and Houndsditch 
brethren in accord with Higher Judaism, a Sen gnee they lave an opportunity 
of hearing it expounded, than I have of the cohesion of people more fortunately 
placed in life, who rejoice in the sense that they are cut off from the great 
mass of the people of Israel. So unlike the spirit of the founders of the 
Reform Synagogue was that of the meeting on July 10, that a strong objection 
was raised to the scheme on the ground that the principle of the United Syna- 
gogue was that the rich should pay for the poor. It was clearly maintained 
that the West London Synagogue ought to escape from that burden which its 
founder® were most anxious to share. 

In conclusion, I wish to say that rather than bea party to starting a new 
separate Jewish burial-ground in London at this time of day, it would be pre- 
ferable to be buried with Jewish rites in any public cemetery. For my own 
part the sense of isolation is far more objectionable in the case of one handfal 
of Jews apart from the rest, than if we made up our minds to abolish separate 
Jewish burial altogether. The assumption that any difference of belief or 
opinion in life should act as a bar in death is a notion which the United Syna- 
gogue in common with most intelligent people have abandoned. And now it is 
to be recorded that the West London Synagogue of British Jews, hitherto 
known as “reformers,” alone among Englishmen, cling to the antiquated idea. 
The Burials Act years ago put an end to the separation of Churchmen and Non- 
conformists but by that Act anybody has the right of burial with his own 
religious service in any public cemetery. The minority of the meeting at 
Berkeley Street have a true cause for righteous indignation at this lagging 
behind the age.

RITUAL AND THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir.—The Board of Management of the Bayswater Synagogue have issued 
a circular to the seatholders containing 13 proposed modifications, which they 
recommend. 

I do not intend in this letter to discuss the merits of these changes, or any 
possible result arising from their adoption, this should be done in quite another 
way and place. | 

What does concern me, and I think the whole community also, is the mode 
these proposals have been sprung on us, the assumption of authority, the 
usurpation of power, by which it is sought to enforce them on the congregation. 

Ve are not a voluntary association, acting on the impulse of the moment, 
altering this week that to which we have agreed last, but are bound by a 
special Act of Parliament, and a code of laws, of which it is the foundation, 

Under this constitution, a proper procedure has been laid down for ascer- 
taining the wishes of the seatholders on any subject. The Boards of Manage- 
ment have been carefully (1 now see rightly) deprived of all power to take the 
initiative, or alter these Band by any resolution or action ; it 1s as illegal as it is 
ridiculous for them to arrogate the right to consider those who do not reply to 
their circular as approving all their propositions. 

I do not intend to return the circular sent to me, though I certainly do not 
endorse it with approval, many of my friends, who coincide with my views in 
this respect, have also promised to keep this circular for future reference. 

Will it be considered out of place, or unprofessional if,in a case of moment, 
such as this, to the welfare of the United Congregation, its honorary and 
honoured solicitor, Mr. Algernon Sydney, should advise these gentleman of their 
folly in attempting, in their corporate capacity, what they would consider utterly 
wrong as individuals. | 

A requisition has been sent in to the Warden-Presidents of this synagogue, 
asking them to enable the Board of Management to recall and _ cancel this 
circular. I hope this will be done, yet, as it is as well to be prepared for contin- 
gencies, I would, with your permission, appeal to members of olnet 
synagogues, as well as of Bayswater, of all shades of opinion, providing shin 
are in favour of remaiuing law-abiding, peaceful communities, 
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amenable to reason, and as anxious for the prosperity of their synagogue, the 
welfare of its worshippers, as are the Committee of the Bayswater. 

In such a case. an organization, capable of immediate action, with a very 
small guarantee fur d, wculd be most useful, and I shall be very glad to see such 
a society in existence,

Without wishing to enter into a discussion upon the merits of orthodox

views enunciated in the letter entitled, * An Answer from the Orthodox Camp ” 
in last week's Chronicle are founded upon a fallacy. The letter erroneously 
separates Judaism from Jewish history as “two -very different things.’ Now, 
Sir, you will grant, that you cannot separate the basis of a building from its 
superstructure without the latter crumbling to pieces, It is equally impossible 
to separate Judaism from Jewish history. Judaisin is the outcome of Jewish 
history ; it has changed with every epoch of its history. in the Mosaic, the 
Prophetic, the Talmudic, the Halachit, the Mendelssohnian, &c. Judaism has 
been, and must be, in order’ to keep alive, a steady siream of development. It 
is, therefore, an unnatural and unhistorical proceeding to consider it settled or 
rather stationary and stagnant since Asher ben Yechiel (AXLV. century) and 
after him Joseph Karo (XVI century) havecodifiedit. Their codifications have 
had their times, but for the welfate of Judaism, do not let us turn. this code 
into a coflin for the fundamental truths and principles of the Jewish religion 
which has survived so many ages and will survive still many more by being 
adapted to the exigencies of the times, (.., history,

THE PAROCHIAL RELIEF OF TIE JEWISH PODR.

Tie Whitechapel Board of Guardians have recently hau under their cons- 
deration, and have in a measure solveda problem which has been exercising 


the minds of that Sody for many yeirs past. The Jewish Board of Guardian: 
app-oached the Whitechapel Board in 1870 witha reqiess that the Jewish in- 
mates of the workhouse and infirmiry migit be provided with “ Kosher” 
fool and that the Jewish children ‘chargeab'e to the parish mght be 
brought up in the Jewish faith. The: Guardians of Whitechapel in reply 
to that communication, pointed out that &) per cent. Of the. persons 
relieved by the Jewish Board of Cuardians during the year £334) were 
foreigners, and more than 9!) per cent. of these had been resident in this 
country for less than seven years, They further adverted to the Hossl- 
bility of an increasing number of Jews being cargeable to the pris year by 
year by the additional inducememt which such special provision would aff rd, 
and added that they felt bound to continue their policy of deterring instead of 
attra ‘ting pauperism, They concluded then by sugy sting that tae Jewish 
Board should place themselves in communication with tha Poor Law Board_on 
the subject with a view to general, rather than local, action being taken. Evi 
dently, however, the Guardians, recognising the helpless state of the.Jewish 
people who sought admission to their institutions, determined to meet the 
Jewish Board in their request as far as possible, and they wrote subsequently 
to the Jewish Bord; stating that the Whiteshap:! Gaurdians would be prepared 
to substitute flesh meat purchased from a Jewish butcher and separately cooke 
for the Jewish inmates, for the flesh meat otherwise provided by the w rkhouse 
dietary, subject to the Jewish Guardians procuring and naming a butcher who 
would supp!y such meat at the price fixed under the current contract. for the 
ordinary workhouse dietary. That arrangemeat was carried out, and proved 
satisfactory fora time. But later on the Jewish Board approached the Poor 
Law Board with a request that all Jewish inmates in metropolitan workhouses 
and infirmaries should be “grouped” (as is at present the case with Jewish 
pauper lunatics) whether,” as they put it,“ by an interchange of 
otherwise,” in order that by the centralisation of the Jewish poor they might 
be more satisfactorily dealt with, No legislation, or indeed, any specie 
action resulted from that step. 
The last request made to the Whitechapel authorities by the Jewish Board 
was made a week or two ago. They asked that the religious and dio bi 
customs of the Jewish poor in the workhouse and infirmary might be MOET he 
and they further usked that the children chargeable to the purish mig it be 
instructed in the Jewish faith. To the first request, the Guardians, In & report 
which they have just adopted, have had no difficulty in returning a satisfac ory 
answer, for, as they put it, what is asked for accords entirely with the abner 
practice of the Guardians. The case of the children, however, t9 the mines e 
the Guardians, presents some difiiculty, It is, they say, more than dou wet 
whether the schools under the Local Government Board could receive youn 
children, while the provision of a separate school would have the effect sb 
destroying the deterrent character of a workhouse school, and woul i encourage 
rather than discourage immigration and desertion. For years past, howerer, 
Jewish children have been transferrel to the Jews’ 
Asylum, under the Pauper Removal Act. It is, however, ub erstood that a

PROPOSED AMALGAMATION OF THE HAND-IN-HAND 
AND WIDOWS’ HOME INSTITUTION, AND 
THE JEWISH HOME. 


A general meeting of the Governors and Subscribers of the Hand-in-Hand 
and Widows’ Home Institution, Hackney, was held on Sunday morning last 
to consider, and, if deemed expedient, to adopt the Report of the Delegates 
of the two Institutions, an abstract of which was given in the Jewish Chronicle 
of the 15th. Mr. E. L. FRANKLIN occupied the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing the adoption of the Report, said that it had 
been compiled after the greatest possible attention and cure on the part of the 
Delegates. There had been, however, a slip in the printing of the Report, 
which stated thatthe delegates were unanimously of opinion asto the desirability 
of amalgamation, whereas Mr. Morris Harris had objections against the scheme. 
There was a feeling amongst a large proportion of the community, and amongst 
many of the communal workers that the work done by the Hand-in-Hand and 
Widows’ Home Asylum and by the Jewish Home, excellent and most efficient 
institutions as they both were, was so all-important and so absolutely necessary 
that it ought to be undertaken by a more imposing institution, one which, by 
its size and importance would command a higher share of public notice. It had 
been proved over and over again that union was strength, and the Committee: 
of the two institutions were of opinion that the first step towards obtaining that 
general recognition which was merited by the work accomplished, was to unite. 
The objection that had been raised by Mr. Harris was on the grounds that 
the status of the majority of the innates of the Hand-in-Hand Asylum was 
somewhat higher than those of the Jewish Home, and that it was probable that 
one of the eifects of the union would be to increase tiie*number of Jewish 
poor in Christian institutions. He assured them that such was not the 
ease and that the status of poor inmates of both institutions was 
exactly alike, and notwithstanding that the Jewish Home was originally 


founded with the object of removing Jewish inmates from Christian 
workhouses, for the last 17 years that purpose had been changed. At the 


present time there was not a single inmate of the Jewish Home who had 
ever been in a workhouse, although there was not the slightest reason why, 
a poor man or woman who had been compelled to go to the Workhouse, but 
was deserving in every other respect, should not be allowed to participate 
in the benefits of their charity. The number of inmates of both institutions 
was now equal, those of the Jewish Home numbering 50, and the Hand-in- 
Hand 4, and therefore they proposed to unite and thereby forma large and 
important institution which would start its existence with over a hundred mem- 
bers and thus be recognised as an indispensable charity, They knew that their 
charity was the result of a former amalgamation with the Widows’ Home, an 
institution formed for the purpose of removing two or three Jewish widows from 
Christian workhouses, and started under exactly the same ¢ »nditions as the Jewish 
Home only with a more limited sphere. The two institutious had been united and 
formed a recognised body, in fhe same way as the Chevras-which, alone, were of no 

ower whatever, had by uniting, assumed the power that they deserved. Before 

e had interested himselfin the matter he was of opinion that there would be 
a temporary decline in. their subscriptions, but he was convinced that such 
would not bs the case. He had spoken to several gentlemen on the subject 
and all of them had assured him that their subscriptions would be in no degree 
lessened, and one had gone so far as to say that unless the amalgamation of. 
the two institutions was agreed upon he would discontinue his subscriptions 
to both, Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen, their former President, had written to him 
saying there should be no objections toa scheme, the benefits of which were 
so self-evident.—( Applause). 

Mr. M. Davis, in seconding the adoption of the Report, said that such an 
amalgamation would effect a pecuniary saving, inasmuch asa large number of 
inmates could be maintained and clothed at a smaller cost, per head, than could 
a smaller number. ‘The cost of maintaining each inmate was 143. 6d., whereas 
if the two institutions were amalgamated it could be done for &4., thus effecting 
a saving of 75 per cent, on the money expended. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra supported the adoption of the Report and said that 
when the Jewish Home had for its sole object the removal of Jewish inmates 
from Christian workhouses he had not given it either sympathy or support, as 
it always appeared to him that there would be a number of Jews who woul 
drift into the workhouse for the purpose of b og taken out again, Mr. Harris 
had objected that the class of inmates of the Stepney Green Home were not so 
high in the social scale as the inmates of the institution at Hackney. He was 
sure that those persons who had done their very bast to support themselves, but 
were overtaken in their old age by misfortune and poverty, were without dis- 
tinction worthy of their sympathy. At the time of the amalgamation of the 
Hand-ir-Hand and Widows’ Home Institutions he had a desire to include the 
Jewish Home and he had never relinquished that idea since. It was an anomaly 
which was contrary to reason that in the same community there should exist two 
institutions, situated not far from each other, for objects which were practically 
identical. He found that people who were willing and able to do communal 
work were very few and the union of two such ingtitutions would avoid a con- 
siderable waste of energy, for the combined institutions could be perfectiy wel! 
managed by one Committee. hen there was the objection urged by some, that 
a loss of income might result from the union of the two charities. They need 
not be alarmed at that fear, as he had spoken to some of the largest contributors 
to their funds, and they were of opinion that it was very desirable that they 
should amalgamate. He sincerely hoped that the idea would be carried into 
effect and that every advantage would accrue from it.—(Applause). 

_ Mr. Morris Harris said that in reference to the objection that he had 
raised to the Scheme, he had since made inquiries in the sixteen workhouses in 
London, and had been informed that there were only ten or twelve Jewish 
piupers over the age of 60 years, and that seven out of those would not be 
eligible for reception in the Jewish Institutions, for reasons of health or want of 
respectability. Under those circumstances he would not raise any objection to 
the proposed amalgamation, 

I'he CHAIRMAN then moved the adoption of the Report, which was agreed 
to without opposition. 

A vote of thanks to the Chair terminated the proceedings. 


On Sunday afternoon a meeting of Governors and Subscribers to the Jewish 
Home was held at the Institution. Mr. F. D. Mocarra presided. 

Mr. F, D. Mocayrra moved the adoption of the Report of the Delegates, and 
Teferred to the proceedings which had taken place at the Hand-iun-Hand Asylum.

THE BLOOD CONTROVERSY 


Wuew Sir Moses Mosteriornge went to Rome to petition the Pope to order 
the removal of the calunnious monument at Damascus which had been 
erected to commemorate the alleged ritual murder of Fatnes Tommasso 
by Jews, he showed (ardinal Astronecir the firmin of the Surtay 
Mepsio in which the falsity of the Blood Accusation was proclaimed under 
the hand and seal of the Commander of the Faithful. “How much of 
Rotuscaitp’s gold did you pay for that?” was the mocking retort of the 
Papal Secretary of State. The incident is interesting as affording an 
illustration of the vanity of all attempts to overcome anti-Semitic prejudice 
by acoup de main. It was hoped that the trial and acquittal of the Jewish 
butcher, Apo-r Buscuuorr, of Xanten, would have had the effect of explod- 
ing the great blood delusion in its new manifestations; but the very 
reverse has occurnd, The agitation has broken out afresh. Cardinal 
AsTONELLI's insolent scepticism is once more on thousands of anti-Semitic 
lips, and the trial at Cleves has ben followed by a controversy infinitely 
more scandalous and demoralising than the clamour which led up to it. 
So far from being converted by the acquittal of Buscauorr the 
anti-Semites are adding to tke odious charges which they 
bring against the Jews, fresh accusations levelled at the German 
Jadicial authorities and the (Gentile witnesses who appeared on 
Buscnuorr's behalf. It is with the deepest pain that we have to record 
that the lead in this new //etze has been taken by influential Ultramontane 
Organs in Germany, and that their agitation has been echoed by Roman 
Catholic newspapers in other countries. The (ermaniu, the Deulsche 
Reichszeitung, the Avlnische Volkszeitung, the Mainzer Journal—all leading 
Catholic newspapers in Germany—are outstripping in their violence the 
tirades of mediwval fanatics. Professor NoupzKe, who testified to the 
impossibility of so-called Ritual murders among Jews, has been openly 
charged with taking brites, ‘The life of poor Buscunorr has been threatened, 
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and the authorities have been so intimidated that they have not yet taken 
steps to punish the rioters who demolished the persecuted sAoci-t's house, or 
to obtain compensation for his losses from the local ratepayers. The 
extreme wing of the Prussian Conservative party have seized the oppor- 
tunity to reaffirm their adherence to anti-Semitic principles, and some of 
their obscace colleaga23 ia the Ronin Catholic towas of ths Lower Rhine 
have practically demonstrated theic a'legiance to the sams programme by 
dezecrating Jewish cemeteries and stoning Jewish hou es. The Fiery Croes 
has extended to Italy and France. Toat M. Davcmoyr should use the 
columns of the Libre Parole to proclaim his notorious faith in Jewish 
Ritual Murders is not surprising ; bat, seeing how recently it is that the 
Pope has denounced the hoary delusion, it is certainly astonishing to find 
the organ of the Varican itself, the Osserrutore Romino, following the same 
line and even declaring that Jews and Freemasons in Christian countries

Lf Tires Oates bad chosen 
to attribute a traffic in human blood to the Jesuits he would have been 
readily believed by the credulous and frenzied people of his diy. Even now

When, however, men like M.:Drumonr and T’rofessor Routine 
pretend . to support their Blood Accusations with garbled 
passages’ from the Talmud and fanciful deductions from Jewish 
history, they might be given pause if they would only reflect 


for a moment how an even less imaginative criticism might affect 
their own Christianity. What could not be made of the Christian belief 
in the expiatory virtue of “the Blood of the Lamb” or of the mystic 
ritual of the Lord's Supp:r by anyone disposed to follow M. Dromost’s 
example? What conclusions might not be drawn by such a p:rson from 
the pagan ceremonies which an elastic and accommodating Christianity has 
allowed to linger in the Abyssinian Church ? [las it not been alleged as late 
as 1863 by Guittaxe ani Daumer that there were Christians in the 
eleventh century who interpreted literally the “ flesh and blood“ element in 
the Communion? The revival of such a charge now seems, perhaps, a very 
remote possibility ; bat it really is not. We have befure us, a3 we write, a 
pamphlet bearing only last year's date, in which Ritual murders and 
ceremonial mutilations of an excerdingly shockiog kind sre charged against 
contemporary Chri-t'ans on evidence deduccd chiefly from the doctrine of 
Vicarious Atonement. The pamphlet is oblong in shape, and is printed in 
strange green and vermilion characteis on rice-paper. It is a collection of 
placards and cartoons circulated by the anti-Christian fanatics of 
the Chinese province of Hunan, and was the cause of the sanguinary riots 
and massacres in the Yangtse Valley last ycar. There is much in it that 
resembles the inflammatory chap-book which was hawked about Tisza-Eszlar 
ten years ago, and copies of which were recently exported to Corfu with such 
disastrous effect. But it must ba confessed that the Chinese Blood 
accusers find far more plausible grounds for their monstrous theories in 
the history, doctrine and ritual of Christianity than ever auti-Semite yet 
dug up from the Talmud. 

If the extirpation of the great Blood delas: on anong the contemporary 
generation of adult anti-Semites is a hopeless problem, something might 
at apy rate bs done to diminish the virus in the next generation.

THE HIRSCH COLONIES IN THE AGENTINE, 


In publishing the following Reuter’s ‘Telegram, we should remind our readers 


te that the events therein mentioned occurred before the actual arrival of Liecut.- 
i Colonel Goldsmid, and that many other statements pat into circulation chiefly 
g34 through tainted German sources in Buenos Ayres, should be received with all 
reserve 
Sunpay,—lInteresting reports have been received here regarding 
vs the colonies established by Baron Hirsch in the Argentine Republic 
e for the assisted emigration of Russian Jews. ‘These reports are not 
+e very favourable, but this, to a certain extent, is due to the fact that 
ne the arrival of the first colonists was premature, and the necessary’ arrange- 
a ments had not been completed for their reception. Apart from this, 
| however, it is becoming evident that it will be extremely difficult to fully carry 
F 4 out the original intentions of the Baron, owing to the lack of intelligence among 
i the colonists themselves, who appear to be incapable of any feeling ot 
a gratitude, and treat their benefactors as though they were making profit by 
im | the undertaking. In August, 18/1, before Baron Hirsch’s agent had concluded 
yi his negotiations with the Argentine Government, a telegram was received from 


the central committee in Paris to the effect that 49) Jewish emigrants were 
already on their way to Buenos Ayres, where they would arrive in about three 
weeks time, and asking that arrangements should be speedily made to receive 
them. The colonists on their arrival were accomodated in the Immigrants’ 
Home at Buenos Ayres, where they were allowed to stay five days without 
payment. After this period a charge of half a dollar per day was made for each 
person, and the immigrants remained in the home Is days, during which time 
they subsisted entirely on bread and tea, as they were unable to obtain food 
prepared according to the Jewish ritual. Such fare, it is needless to say, further 
reduced the strength of the immigrants, exhausted by a 3) days’ voyage as deck 
passengers. 

Dr. Loewenthal, Baron Hirsch’s agent, finally succeeded in acquiring 
25,000 hectares of land in the province of Buenos Ayres. The situation of this 
land was most favourable for the enterprise, being only nine hours’ journey by 
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rail from the capital. The soil was excaedingly fruitful ; 2,500 hectares were 

: already being cultivated (1,00) hectares with wheat, 1,500 hectares with maize) 
Bee by twenty-three Christian families, who had been ‘settled there some years, 
pete . By the contract of sale one-half of this crop was the property of the Jewish 


Colonisation Association. The.price paid for the land, in‘addition to 22.000 
head of cattle and 1,5')) horses, was 625,000 paper dollars. This colony was 
; named Mauricio, after Baron Hirsch. 
On the arrival of the first contingent of the immigrants they found that 
Mauricio was only a desert of rolling prairie. The tents,which were to have 
| been provided for them, had not yet arrived, and the leader of the column was 


compelled toturn out some pigsties in order to afford accommodation for the 
women and children, who were wretchediy clad. The men slept in the open 
) air. This‘condition of affairs lasted for four days. A fresh party arrived after- 

wards ; and in allsome 611 families, consisting of 2.20) persons, were assembled 
at Mauricio. Epidemic diseases broke out, and measles and liphtheria decimated 
the immigrants. The surgeon of a neighbouring village was summoned to the 
settlement, but could render only slight assistance. Most of the immigrants 
had left their baggage at Hamburg, where 1,500 bales were stored under the 
charge of the local committee, andinspite of all their efforts they were unable 
togetit forwarded. At length the proposal was made to them that their belongings 
should be sold at Hamburg, and that the money thus obtained should be trans- 
mitted to Argentina, This state of affairs caused deep discontent, which 
threatened to lead to serious disorder. ; 

On Dr, Loewenthal’s arrival the colonists demanded under what conditions 
they would buy their land, and they were informed that each family would 
receive from 25 to 50) hectares of land, at the rate of 100 goldfrancs per hectare 
(gold was then at 300 premium.) They would further receive one or two ploughs 
a harrow, four to eight oxen, a cow. a horse and the necessary house utensils. 
These were to be added, to the price of the land. Until the first harvest each 
colonist would be given half a kilo of biscuits, half a kilo of meat. 10) grammes 
of beans, 15 grammes of sugar, and 5 grammes of tea per day. Besides these 
the men would be given tobacco, The price of the land was to be paid in five 

early instalments. The colonists refused to agree to these terms. and continued 


et do so even when Dr. Loewenthal promised to remit to diligent labourers the 
fifth payment. 
ae the situation now became extremely critical. The colonists had lost all 
ean confi lence in the administration, strikes were organized, and all work was 
at comp.etely at a standstill, and when, as a measure of coercion, the supplies 


of food were withdrawn, the immigrants threatened the lives of the o iClals, 
Dr. Loewenthal at once telegraphed to Baron Hirsch, who, in his reply 
- ordered that all mutinous persons should be expelled. Further, 600 houses 
were to be immediately built and the colcnists put under military discipline ’ 
When Dr. Loewenthal next visited Mauricio he offered the land to the 
colonists under stil! more favourable conditions, but his terms were again 
refused. When on his retura he declined to entertain the proposals of the 
Immigrants, a crowd of about SU) excited men armed with axes. clubs. iron 
bars, and knives surrounded his bueau, They demanded the immediate dis- 
tribution of the land and threatened to set fire to the storehouses. After some 
difficulty, however, they were appeased, and the riot was quelled, 
_ Many of the colonists have entered the service of the farmers in the 
neighbouring districts, and are receiving a wage of two dollars a day. Under 
Colonel Goldsmid's direction a strenuous endeavour is being made to reorganize 
the colonization scheme on a better footing.

Ina voice choked with emotion, he “ bensched @ male 
to thank God for his deliverance from danger. All present at the cose:. 
were deeply moved, The sympathy with Buschhoff pervades many ciroles ; 
Germany, and in order to pide how best ta utilise the money collected for 
him a Committee has been formed in Berlin, amongst whom are several 
prominent men, mostly Christians, viz.: Zelle, the Burgomaster of Berlin 
Professors George von Bunsen, Rudolf von Gneist, Theodor Mommsen Rudolf 
Virchow, the Director of the Royal Academy, and von Werner, The following 
appeal has been published by the Committee :—“ The anti-Semitic m ‘Vement. 
which is a disgrace to our Fatherland, has on the occasion of the child murder 
in Aanten had, as a consequence, that the thoroughly innocent family, Busch. 
hoff, were suspected a whole year of murder. They have been deprived of 
liberty.and property, and in spite of the entire re-establishment of their civil 
honour, their livelihood has been destroyed. Sympathy with the position of 
these much-to-be-pitied victims of fanaticism and anti-Semitic brutality has 
called forth in several towns subseriptions in order to compensate the family 
at least for the mateiia! damage they have sustained. Several other Jewish 
tradesmen in Xanten besides Buschholf have had severe losses, as a result ot the 
anti-Semitic agitation. It has been suggested to assist these Suiterers also 
through voluntary gilts. We appeai to the proved benevolence of our ¢0-sitizane 
and beg for donations which are firstly to help the most injured fami!y Busch. 
hoff, and secondly to assist other injured Jewish inhabitants of Xanten.” I[¢ is 
most pleasing that the appeal has been eagerly responded to (one he Wspapeor 
has already collected 12,000 marks—{£600), so that Bischhoff and the other 
Jewish citizens of Xanten will perhaps be compensated. 

These continual anti-Semitic agitations lead ‘unfortunately to further 
evil consequences, as shown by news from (srevenbroich and Neuss. 
on-the-Rhine. In Grevenbroich several new tombstones have been 
destroyed in the Jewish cemetery. At the synagogue two windows were 
broken in the might of July 6-17, and stones were’ also flung at the 
windows in the houses of several Jews, and many windows were damaged. 
In the neighbourhood ot (;revenbroich the door ot the Jewish widow 
RBehr's house was ignited with explosive Pp »wder and shattered. In 
Neuss they athxed to the houses of the Jews au night placards, full of 
invectives against them, and many Jewish families received letters containing 
insults and menaces, In Aldenhoven, near Neuss, the false news was spread 
that Buschhoff was staying there with his relations. -In consequence several 
windows of the house of Herr Colnen, a man of 84 years, were broken by the 
mob. 

The debates concerning Jewish ritual murder are’ also uneeasing. 
They extend beyond Crermany and the newspaper  (sserratore Cattolica, 
appearing in Milan, has offered 10,00) lire’ to anyone who contradicts the 
proofs (7) of Jewish ritual murder contained in 75 articles in the above 
mentioned’ paper. Hermann Strack, Professor of Theology in Berlin, has 
publicly offered to prove the falseness and unscientific bisis of these articles as 
soon as three umpires be chosen, but they must be well-known men of renown, 
He leaves the choice to the Oss-rrivtore Cattolico, two of the umpires may be 
Catholics, but they must lecture at some university of Germanhy on theology or 
in oriental languages. But these newspapers only slander, for when they are 
required to furnish proofs for their slanderous statements, they always retusa. 
Thus the Oxserratere Cattelico will never risk its 10,00) lire. 
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RUSSIAN JEWS AS FARMERS IN AMERICA. 


The. New York Herald publishes an interview with Mr. H. L. Sablovitch, 
the Superintendent of Baron de Hirsch’s colony at Woodbine, New Jersey, 
which is known as the Woodbine Land and ImprovementCompany, The erter- 
prise has been incorporated in order to facilitate the transfer of titles and other 
business. Mr, Sablobitch is peculiarly fitted for the post he now occupies. He 
is a graduate of a Technical School at Odessa, and has taught agriculturalchemi try 
in the United States. Hte is also a scientific farmer and a teacher of farming. 
According to his statements, every man sent with his family by the Com- 
pany to Woodbine, receives a five years’ lease of a farm of 3) acres, ten-of 
which are ready for crops, leaving 2) in wood. Exch farm has a house aud out- 
buildings, and the tenant is provided witha cow, chickens, seeds, tools and 
fruit-trees. At present 63 farms are completed, and are occupied by as many 
families out of 86 now settled on the estate. No house is more than one mile 
from the station and post otlice. After making allowance for who are 
not farmers and who will have small plots in the “ town,” and for roads and 
unsuitable land, there will be room for about 125 farms. ‘The cost of each farm 
to the Company is about 1,200 dollars, and the tenant can obtain a deed for his 
propervy if he pays 400 dollars within five years, the other 8") dollars remaiming 
on mortgage. Mr. Sablovitch ostimates that the farmers will have enoug’ pro- 
duce this year from their vegetable patches to supply the needs of their families. 
Next year, with the experience they wil! have gained, they will produce some- 
thing for sale. In three years their strawberries and small fruit trees will begin 
to bear, and it will then be seen whether the colony can pay its way or not. 
The only crop, so far, is one of wood, excellent oak and pine, In five years from 
now, Mr. Sablovitch expects to see 125 farmsat Woodbine, supporting between 
600 and 700 in comfort. If manufacturing interests prosper, the village prope 
may contain several hundred more people. The Trustees of the Hirsch Fun 
would then be able to use the money now locked up in Woodbine, where the 
outlay already amounts to nearly 49,00) dollars, to start another colony.

A SKETCH BY A JEWISH ‘TOURIST. 

It was the end of Tamuz, 1582. I had finished all I had to do in Palestine. 
that is to say I had examined all the antiquities, if one can say so, of a land where 
every cavern, every ruin and even every tree has a historical significance, recall- 
‘ng some important event of the far-off past. Professor Brandes, speaking of the 
Forum of Rome, says that in every square foot of it one can find more history 
than in the whole of astern Europe. As for Jerusalem and its environs, one 
can say even more. Here every step is history, and to examine all the antiquities, to 
seek out everything worthy of consideration, is to go through the length and 
breadth of the land. In three months I had time to examine all the places and 
objects which generally attract.the tourist's attention. I visited Jerusalem and its 
environs, remained too for a short time in Hebron, and then began to make 
preparations to return to my unfortunate brethren in Russia, over whose heads at 
that time one thunder-cloud after another was bursting. But I was grieved 
indeed so soon to leave the land towards which wy thoughts had turned so long 
and so earnestly. How much I had dwelt upon it! Our grandfathers and our 
great-grandfathers had looked forward to beholding it, our fathers had trans- 
mitted this plous expectation to their sons. The first picture 1 had seen when a 
child was the remnant of the Western Wall, with palm trees on the sumunit. 
The first prayer I had heard was Juv D724) ; the first book I bad read was the 
Bible, with its charming stories of this strange land, I grew up, and the only 
love-song I sang was Oven We, “The Song of Solomon,” in which the figure of 
Shulamith, the mounts of Lebanon and Hermon. the lly of Sharon, King Davii's 
tower and the fortress of Zion were painted in the inost beautiful colours, so that 
the whole of my youth and childhood, and even my infancy, with all their dearand 
pleasant recollections and dreams, were intimately associated with this land. And 
now when I had succeeded in visiting it, in feeling its soil under my feet, should 
J quit it so soon? Truly a long, very long time has passed since the poetic 
descriptions in Solomon's Song could be applied to the Holy Land; the roses 
have faded, the lilies are withered, the refreshing fountains are dried up, and as for 
the groves of cedars, they have vanished. But the ruins have a poetry all their 
own, [resolved to remain in the Holy City until the ninth of Ab, or the Black Fast : 
for | anted on that day to Vieit the spot W iit the event took pace 
which had such a fearful influence on the whole of-our future history. It 
seemed to me that spending the day on that spot must leave an impression for 
the who'e of my life. 

The first of Ab approached. The nine days of sadness began. The Jews 
of Jerusalem generally cannot be. consilered a cheerfu! people. Songs and 
music are never heard among them even at-weddings. The Sephardic Jews of 
Turkey, however, do not follow this praiseworthy custom. Thev celebrate their 
weddings and feasts of * Initiation” with instrumental music Why this is so I 
do not know. Perhaps it is because from ancient times they have enjoved all the 
privileges of the land of their forefathers, and therefore properly consider them- 
selves to be in their own home. But among the immigrants from the “ Pale of 
Settlement and from other Ghettos of Europe there is no music to be heard, 
particularly during the “Nine Days.” Countenances, always dejected, become 
yet more sad; the doleful dirges are chanted still more mournfully—in a 
word everyone becomes low-spirited, everywhere the sad jofluence of the Destruc- 
tion is felt. Crowds of pilgiims set out to pray at the burying-places—to the 
tomb of the firat Mother, Rachel, to the sepulchres of the Patriarchs, tothe Mount 
of Olives, and especially to the ‘* Western Wall,” the place where all the glory of 
Israel is buried. 

Let us follow them. To be near the Western Wall is interesting and in- 
structive at all times of the year, but more particularly at this season. Whenever 
you go there, be it in the morning or evening, at mid-day or at midnight, the 
little platform before the Wall is never empty. The‘ Remnant of I[srael,” with 
Prayer-books in their hands, perpetually pray on the ruins of the 
Temple, and not for nought is this platform called * The Jews’ Wailing Place.” 
Here they weep by day and by night, the old and the young alike; 
they pray that the future may have no more troubles in store for the 
race. As soon as any tidings of a fresh misfortune, borne by the Jews in any 
country, reaches Jerusalem, a deputation is sent to the Western) Wall. Mourn- 
fully the Psalms are chanied. Tears flow from old men’s dim eyes. One weeps for 
his own distress, another for that of his nation generally. Here we meet Jews of 
all countries, from North-Western Russia and Southera India, from Arabia and 
America. Neither by their physiognomy nor by their language can they be 
recognised as descendants of Jacob. Yonder is a Yankee to the backbone, ‘here 
a Frenchman to the roots of his hair; there an Englishman by his language, 
appearance and manners, and here again an Arab, an In ian—but they are all 
Jews. Study them carefully, and you will see that they are our brethren in 
faith, in race. They are drawn as by an invisible hand to their ancient capital. 
It is true they lead a pleasant, happy life in New York, in London, in Paris, in 
Calcutta, but they have not forgotten Jerusalem. They have left their wives 
and children at home, crossed the ocean, and arrived here. In the early morning 
they come to the Wailing Place. They remain standing on one spot, and tears 
flow, and flow incessantly. 

Itis afternoon. The sun burns pitilessly. All living things seek shelter 
in the shade. But those praying near the ‘ Western Wall” feel no heat, no 
weakness. They would give vent to their sorrow, weep for all their offences. See, 
this man is going away, but how? The Jew from the far West takes leave of 
this holy placs as of his mother’s tomb ; once more he kisses the stone, once 
more he embraces it. But look, another approaches. You soon perceive that this 
is no proud subject of ueen Victoria, strong by reason of bis proud boast, * civis 
Britannicus sum.” is an unfortunate Jew from Roumania. Some years ago 
his only sun was slain in war. Fighting in the ranks of the “ heroic Roumanian 
Army,” he fell like a hero fur the sake of his native country, which was at war 
With the eternal enemy. By this war, Roumania obtained complete independence. 
But the Jew ? His position became worse after the war than it had been before. 
To this old man there remained but one daughter, the sule hope and comfort of 
his declining years. But the people of his village rose up one day, and plundered 
the Jews in broad daylight; they destroyed his house, took his property, and 
What was far more terrible, dishonoured his daughter, The modest, pious girl 
could not bear this ignominy; she fell ill, and quitted earth for heaven. The old 
man remained alone, like a dry tree without twigs. He sold all that was left to 
him of his property, and went to Jerusalem io order to weep “ before God” for 
the terrible misfortunes which had overwhelmed him. He falls on his knees, 
crouching on the smooth paving-stone of the platform, and only sobs and sighs 
are heard. Itis a fearful scene. In each breath he draws one hears affliction, 
sorrow, fifty years of suffering. Not tears, but blood, does this old man weep ! 
Ah, not a few of such tears are to be seen here! 

_ And there, at the other corner, stand two young men, A year ago they 
might have been seen at the University of X. Then they dreamt of emancipated 


snows the Hebrew language, and is explaining to 
his friend, who does not know Hebrew, the history of the Jewish people. The 
cheeks of the student are deadly pale, but bis eyes are bright. He 
does not weep: he dreatns of the regeneration of his nation and his land. of the 
rile of a second Nehemiah. He raises his right hand on high and lou lly exclaims, 
“If I forget thee, Jerysalem, may my right hand forget its cunning.” And 
here, near the two enthusiastic youths a citizen of Hebron, with shaved h “ad, 
bewails the departure of the Divine Glory. For him there exist no “ Jewish 
(Juestions ;" for him there is no Exile. All he knows is that the “Glory ” is de- 
parted ‘and his grief is sincere, too. Suchisa true picture of the * Western 
Wall.” the di pository of the tears of all Israel. And if tears could melt these 
stones, they would have vanished long since. 

Solemn and touching is the scene which takes plece here on Friday after- 
noon, when all the loyal subjects of “Queen Sabbath " assemble on the sacred 
epot to do her honour. Solemnly and sadly the sublime hymn, "713 75° resounds. 
The Chazan,a man of venerable appearance, with snowy head, and robed in 
white, sings under the open sky, “ Arise out of thy sleep, my people, arise and 
deck thyself in beautiful raiment. Weep not, wail not, for thy light is come, 
and the glory of the Lord is arisén upon thee.” The voice travels from these 
hallowed ruins to the earsof the Jewish people in all the places of thetr settlement. 
From the desolate East it reaches the far West; awakening tender and pious 
memories as well as painful thoughts, reviving all the forgotten terrors and al! 
the vanished glory, filling the heart with a deeper sympathy for national calami- 
ties and with a more vivid sense of soli larity as regards both the misery and 
the hopes of Israel. 

Not a few tears were shed winilst this solemn and inspiriting hymn 
was chanted. I have heard in my native land many songs touching the fata! 
calamities of our nation, but not one of them has been engraved On Iny memory 
as indelibly as the one I heard in Jerusalem near the Wailing Place, 

The scene is so affecting, so tragic, that scarcely any Christian tourist fails 
to pay a visit to the Western Wall ona Friday evening. Many a one mingles 
his sympathetic tears with those of the Jews. 

It is the day before the Fast of Ab. About noon all the Jewish shops are 
closed : all the artisans leave their work... The Jews who live in the suburbs 
begin to wend their way to the synagogues, I do not know why on the evening 
of the Fast there is no praying at tle Weste:n Wall. It would seem to be 
especially appropriate to offer prayer at that pla : on this evening of disaster. 
Be that as it may, both Sephardim and Ashkenazitin recite Ainoth in their 
By naporues., went to the BY UG of the Portuguese Jews; it was quite 
full. The interior was thréonged with men, and the vestibule. with women and 
children, all dressed in white. Evening Prayer finished, the Chazan began to 
read the Book of Lamentations, the congregation being seated on the ground. 
When the verse, “ He hath made me to dwell in dark places, as those that have 
been long dead,” was reached, all the candles were suddenly extinguished, 
leaving the synagogue in total darkness. A solemn stillness, like that which 
precedes a thunder-storm, prevailed, The. hush and gloom lasted for some 
minutes. “Suddenly a voice was heaid loudly declaiming verses in Spanish. The 
speaker wept bitterly. As 800n as he had finished the tirst verse, a terrible 
lamentation broke out among the worshippers, men, women and children al! 
seemed beside themselves with grief. 1 sat in the darkness amid this wailing 
throng, and against my will my thoughts wandered through the maze of the past. My 
fancy conjured up Jerusalem with its fortifications, its imhabitants. torn by civil 
dissensions, devoured by hunger, and threatened by cruel and inexorable enemies. 
I saw that malevolent Roman who cast the first firebrand into the Temple. There 
is turmoil in the streets—blood, fi e, groans, wild huzzahs of triumph, the rattling 
of chains, the last sighs of the dying. All this flashed before my mind’s eye. 
After about an hour, the Chazan discontinued’ his declamation, and presently all 
the congregation became quiet, save one old woman in the vestibule, who 
sobbed intermittingly. Again the candies were lighted, and the reading was 
continued. J] ascertained that the Reader was recounting thé horrors that occurred 
at the Destruction of the Temple, and later at.the Expulsion from Spain, aud all 
the sufferings which followed that direful event. 

At midnight the older men departed for the Western Wall in order to hold 
the Midniglit Service. It was a clear, bright night, so that from Mount Zion it 


was possible to obtain a panoramic view of a'l the suburbs. Behind the Wall 


the Mosque of Omar was seen, and still further back the Mount of Olives, Jericho, 
Bethlehem, and the Jordan while in the distance loomed the hills of Judea, A 
mighty wind blowing from the mountains moaned about the walls. On the 
Mount of Ulives the trees bowed beneath the tempest asif they were praying 
towards the place of the Temple. On the narrow pl itform before the Wall there 

stood a group of white-robed men and women, They looked like the dead risen 

from the adjacent tombs, One of them was reading in a tearful voice, * Arise in 

the night and pray ; in the early mornirg pour out thy heart before the Lord. 

Stretch forth thy hands towards Heaven forthe sake of thy babes who are 
perishing of hunger in the streets.” A chorus of lamentations follows the words. 

The wind sighs ; the moon throws her pale beams upon the fantastic assemblage. 

At a distance there sounds the music ofa harp and flute ; some Turks are dancing 

and feasting. They are celebrating the Bairam, fasting by day, and revelling by 

night. By and by the crowd at the Wailing Place in reases ; when day breaks, 

the entire platform before the Wall is thronged. On the Ninth of Ab there is no 

public Service ; everyone comes with his book of dirges, and recites them to him- 

self as lie sits upon the earth. These silent devotions are broken only by the 
laments of the women. Each manfeels the pathos of the occasion and the pro- 
found sanctity of the place so acutely as to deny himself the relief oftears. But 
the women are less self-controlled. 

And the Wall? There exists an old belief that on the Fast of Ab the Wall 
itself sheds tears, that two streams flow out from the upper stones unseen, and find 
their way to the Jordan. When Messiah comes, the streams will be revealed, and 
be formed into a river. 

The dirges finished, an aged man gets up and delivers an address, which 
breathes consolation as well as a sense of Israel's sufferings. It has pleased the 
Lord, he says, to chastise Israel, but not to annililate him altogether. The 
Temple has been destroyed, but its site remains, Our enemies endeavour to 
extirpate us, but their endeavours are in vain, for God Himself watches over 
Israel. Yes, my dear brethren, the venerable speaker continues, the Guardian 
of Israel does not sleep ; but neither ought we to sluinber. Shall we, with the 
symbol of Israel's downfall before our very eyes, do nothing for the relief of 
our suffering brethren ? The prophet Jeremiah weeps for the Mount of dion ines 
is laid waste, and which has become the lair of the foxes. The Talmud te ? 
how one day Akiba—that flery patriot—walking with his companions bes 
vicinity of the Temple-site, sees a fox stealing from the ruins. The om . o” his 
out into exclamations of woe; but Akiba laughs. ‘ Why dost ae = them 
astonished companions inquire. “And you, why do you lament 
in turn. “How can we do anything but lament,’ they 
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the Temple destroyed, and its ruins become the den of wild beasts ?” “ It is just 
on that account that I rejoice ;’ Akiba replies, “if the disasters threatened by 
the prophets have lighted on us, surely the salvation predicted by them will also 
be vouchsafed in God’s good time.” Let us then, dear brethren, rely upon the 
Divine promises—so the old man concludes in earnest tones—for in that faith all 
our religion consists, in it is to be discerned the whole purpose of our life. His 
Amen is taken up by the whole congregation ; their shout is echoed by all the hills 
of Palestine as far as Lebanon,

The discourse is ended ; the people dieperse ; but 1 remain for a long time at 

the Western Wall, overcome by feelings too deep for words.

THE COLONISATION OF PALESTINE. 


A very successful meeting was held on Sunday last in the Committee room 
of the Synagogue at Newport (Mon.) to hear a lecture delivered by the Rev. 
M. Hyamsox, of Bristol (who had: been specially invited), on the Jewish 
Colonisation of Palestine. ‘The lecture was held under the auspices of the local 
branch of the Chovevi Zion Society, Tent No. 21, Mr. Josern FREEDMAN 
(Commander), presiding. There was a large attendance of both Jews and 
Christians. 

The Rev, M. Hyamson said that among the differences which separate the 
Jews from other nations and entitle them to the name “ Peculiar People,” in the 
modern sense of the term, may be noted the circumstance that other nations 
trumpet forth their victories, but preserve a prudentsilence about their reverses. 
The Jews celebrate impartially their triumphs and glories and also their defeats 
and disasters. Not only is the liberation from Egyptian bondage joyously 
celebrated in an annually recurring feast, ‘but the downfall of Jerusalem, the 
exile and dispersion, also find an appropriate record in the calendar. These sad 
recollections serve a distinct purpose. In refusing to allow Zion's eclipse to fade 
from our memories, we cherish the hope that its light will again shine forth as in 
the days of vore. Justas Jacob mourned for the son of his old age many days, and 
refused to be comforted because his heart told him that his child was still living, 
so are we unwilling to forget Jerusalem, because we feel instinctively that it will 
be re-established in its ancient glory. Many people shrug their shoulders when 
Zion is named to them. They consider that they would be guilty of treason to 
the land in which they live, and the century in which they were born, if they 
betrayed an interest in that strip of coast on the Mediterranean Sea where 
Judaism and its daughter, Christianity, were cradled. But this suppression of 
the natural instinct of affection towards our ancient home is not wise or right. 
None in whose veinsthere flows Jewish blood, need be ashamed of the emotion 
called up by the memory of the land on which the eye of God is fixed from the 
beginning of the year to the end of it. Where Abraham, the first missionary, 
laboured for a century of years to teach the truth of God's unity and the duty 
of human sympathy and fellowship which follows asa natural corollary; the 
land which Moses longed to enter but of which he was only vouchsafed a glimpse 
from Pisgah’s top; where the prophet spake with tongue of tire, and where the 
psalmist sang inspired strains; this land fraught with so many associations bas 
always been dear to all true and earnest Israelites who have not cut themselves 
adrift from the past. The Hebrews turn while praying, not only their faces but 
also their hearts, towards Jerusalem. To see Zion with eyes of flesh, to spend 
the evening of their days in /retz Jsrael, to mingle their earthly remains with 
its terra santa has been the aspiration of our best and noblest scholars and saints. 
‘The movement that has given rise to the Chovevi Zion, ten years ago in Russia, 
has its origin in the same feeling, but has assumed a unique form. This time it 
is not the aged and decrepit who wish to go to Palestine to die there, but the 
strong and lusty, men in the vigour of youth and the prime of 
life, whose hope it is to live in Palestine and _ regenerate 
it. This movement deserves encouragement on two grounds,. Anti-Semitism 
has. reared its baleful head in various countries of Europe. Its spokesmen 
are ministers of religion, leaders of culture, apostles of light and sweetness, 
historians and philosophers. The blood which the Jewish patriot has poured 
out lke water in defence of the country of his birth in which his ancestors 
lived for hundreds of years counts as nothing with our enemies. The Jews 
they say are Semites and therefore aliens in Europe. We should not however, 
refuse to learn a lesson, even if our foes are the teachers. As long as Jews live 
socially apart from their Gentile neighbours, refusing to eat and drink with 
them, the latter will always be looked upon as strangers who live among 
European nations, but are not of them. As long as the old Jand of Israel is not 
re-peopled by the Hebrews, so long will they be regarded as the gipsies of 
civilization, no more entitled to consideration than the tramps. A peaceful and 
industrial conquest of Palestine will do more to raise the Jewish name than all 
our protestations—which are not believed—that we are Europeans to the back- 
bone. ‘The success of Jewish colonization of Palestine will also roll away the 
undeserved reproach that the Jew is a parasite who sucks the life out of ever 
nation, who uses his brain to accumulate wealth for which others toil. It will 
prove that the Jew can also create wealth as well as get his percentage out of 
it; that he can be successful not only as a financier but also as a farmer : that 
he can by bringing new tracts under cultivation, enrich the world as well as 
himself, diminish poverty and increase the sum of human happiness, 

At the close of the lecture hearty votes of thanks to the Rev. Mr. Hyamson 
for his very instructive address, and to Mr. Freedman, the Chairman. were 
unanimously carried and the proceedings terminated, 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 

A member of the Odessa Chovevi Zion Society, who has recently returned 
from the Holy Land, whither he went, together with Mr. Binstock the newly 
appointed member of the Executive Committee at Joppa, has communicated 
the following notes on the colonisation of Palestine. 

In all there arein Syria and Palestine about twenty colonies founded by 
Russian Jews, and of these from eight to ten colonies are large settlements, 
Amongst those best arranged are of course tobe placed the colonies which are 
generously supported by Baron Edmond de Rothschild.

Apart from these colonies, there will be shortly founded in Turkey 
colonies at the initiative of the Porte itself, The latteris now occupied with 
the question how to settle the Turkish subjects expelled from Russia, and the 
Commission appointed to solve this question has resolved, amongst other things 
to allot them land in one of the Turkish provinces, Cenorally speaking, there 
may be predicted a great future for the Russo-Jewish agricultural cause,

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SHECHITA BOARD, 


A meeting of the Board for the Affairs of Schechita was held on the 

ist inst., at the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis 
arks. 

There were present : Mr. S. Montaav, M.P., President, in the chair, Messrs. 

D. Benjamin, E. Berg, M. Castello, Joshua M. Levy, A. Mocatta, H. Pinto and 

L. Weber. The Chief Rabbi, the Haham of the Spanish and Portuguese Congre- 

gations, and the Rev. Dayan Spiers were in attendance as Ecclesiastical 

Assessors. 

With reference to the minutes of the previous meeting, the PRESIDENT 
stated that the Machaziké Hadass seemed to be dying out, and probably little 
more would be heard of it. The Board had acted wisely, therefore, in leaving 
the Society alone. 

A deputation, consisting of Messrs. J. Nathan and Davis, of the Butchers’ 
Association, was in attendance to support a memorial in which the Board were 
asked to permit a delegate of the Association to attend its meetings. At a pre- 
vious meeting, the Board had sanctioned such an arrangement in regard to the 
Hindquarters’ Butchers’ Association, but it was stated that the members could 
not agree upon a representative. 

In reply to questions, Mr. Nathan stated that the other Association had 
been dissolved, that the new Society already numbered t#) members out of the 118 
butchers in London, that the objects were partly the protection of the trade 
againe’ the indiscriminate licensing of butchers coming from abroad, and partly 

rovident, 
P After the deputation had retired, it was unanimously resolved on the motion 
of Mr, M, CasTELLo, seconded by Mr. D. BenJamin, that subject to the Presi- 
dent, the Vice-President and the Ecclesiastical Authorities approving the rules 
of the Association, its delegate be invited to attend the meetings of the Board. 

The PRESIDENT submitted the statements of income and expenditure for the 
first half of 1892 and moved their adoption, which was agreed to. The 
income amounted to £3,929, and included £2,734 received for killing cattle, £464 
for killing poultry, and £553 from butchers employing shomerim. The 
expenditure was £4,127, which included £2,538 for salaries and superannuation. 

Appended to the Balance Sheet was the following statement of cattle slaia

THE “MACHZIKE HADASS” SOCIETY. 


A crowded meeting was held on Sunday last af the Booth Street Beth 
Hamedrash with the object of furthering the interests of the Society 
“ Machziké Hadass.” It was pointed out that whilst the result of the 
friendly work of the Society had been that some few improvements 
had been introduced in Shechita matters, yet even those were not 
sufficient to satisfy the requirements of the strictly orthodox Jew, and 
whilst no objection could be raised against the manner in which the 
actual act of slaughtering was carried out, it could not be denied that the whole 
system of Shemira, the limited right or power of supervision on the part of the 
Shomerim, necessitated entire remodelling. What was the use of the Shomerim 
if in their very presence the butchers, on their own confession, delivered and sold 
forbidden fat to Jewish consumers whilst the Shomerim were powerless to 
interfere ? Was it to be assumed that the duty of the Shomerim was restricted 
to the porging of the hind-quarters’ Such an assumption was an utter fallacy. 
A Shomer who allowed forbidden fat to leave the premises without protest was 
as bad as no Shomer at all. 

The work of the Society was being carried on with great patience and 
hopefulness and every day brought new adherents. It was perfectly clear that 
the original spirit of hostility was gradually dying out and many former 
opponents had become staunch supporters. Thirty new members had been 
enrolled that day and as soon as the business arrangements could be placed upon 
a more practical footing by the proposed o oy of a proper shop in the North 
of London, and a new poultry-yard in the East End, there would be no ground 
for alarm. All new schemes and ideas, especially when they are inany way opposed 
to a leading party, required patience and money to finance them, but on the 

asis of a true and sincere principle no Society need ever fear failure.

B. Spiers, 
translated and explained the last section of the Treatise of the Chullin, in the 
study of which the classes had been engaged for the past two years. The Dayan 
gave an address on the command expounded in that section, the prohibition 
against taking the mother-bird with her young, and lucidly interpreted several 
pumeges in the Gemara bearing on this precept. He was followed by the Chief 

abbi, who dwelt on the duty of kindness to animals prescribed in this com- 
mand and in the precept concerning the slaughtering of animals contained in that 
Treatise. Rabbi Chagim Berlin, the Chief Rabbi of Wolosyn, who is at present 
in London, then delivered a learned lecture on the theme of the evening, in the 
course of which he expressed his satisfaction with the circumstance that 
the Talmudic studies were still cultivated in England, and pleaded very 
earnestly for the re-establishment of the Jeshiba at ‘Wolosyn, which had 
suffered so severely owing to the present persecution in his native country. The 
Rev. Naphtali Levy also addressed the assembly. The Treatise j‘3°W will next be 
studied. The classes meet Mondays and Thursdays from 7 till 9, and Saturdays 
from 1 till 2. Students are cordially invited to attend.

THE RITUAL AND THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE, 
The foilowing Requisition has been presented to the 


Wardens of the 
Bayswater Synagogue :— 


July 25th, 


WARDEN PRESIDENT OF BAYSWATER SyNacouve, 

Sirk,—In accordance with clause 74, of the Laws of the United Synagogue. 
as follows :— 

“ Any fifteen seatholdera of this Synag yzue may by requisition in writing, stating the 
matter to be considered, require the Warden President to convene am eting of the Board 
of Management for that upectal purpose, and such meeting sball be convoked by the 
Warden President within three clear d rys from the receipt of such requisition, and be held 
ata period not later than seven days thereafter, 

We, seatholders of this Synagogue, require you to call a meeting of the 
Board of Management forthwith, to consider this requisition, and recall the 
circular sent to the seatholders, dated July IXth, 1802, containing proposed modi- 
fications of the ritual. 

No demand has yet been made for such modifications. 

This action of the Board is calculated to excite dissension and disunion in 
our Synagogue, it may even cause the establishment of another place of worship 
in its neighbourhoood., 

It is distinctly and emphatically illegal, «’¢ra cires on the part of the Board, 
either in the Act of Parliament or the Laws of the United Syagogue, to intro- 
duce these changes by this mode of procedure. | 

The reluctant assent of the Very Rev. the Chief Rabbi to these propositions 
was given, on the representation that such modifications were e irnestiy desired 
by a majority of the members of some of the Synagogues, and further in his own 
words, on these conditions :

Any evasion of the conditions laid down by the Very Rev. the Chef Rabbi, 
any deviation from the lines laid down by the constitution will be firmly and 
legally resisted. A large number of our members are now away from London, 
the absence of a reply to the circular may arise from this cause, or from motives 
other than complimentary, but they must not, and shall not be considered as 
intimating approval. 

We therefore trust the Board of Management will revoke and cancel this 
circular,

The Jews of Medeah have had a narrow escape from serious injury to life 
and property. A fight took place between a Jew, proprietor of a Cafe, and an 
Arab. in which the latter obtained the worse of the encounter to such an extent 
that he was obliged to have his injuries dressed at the hospital. The next day 
a number of natives spread the report that a Jew had killed an Arab, and 
that his death must be avenged by a massacre of all the Jews. Fortunately 
the execution of this project was frustrated by the vigilance of the police, and 
the energy and prudence of some of the magistrates ; but despite all precautions 
a number of shops were broken into and windows broken, and several Jews 
were assaulted in the streets. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 

Dr. Ignaz Roth, who died the other day in Vienna, enjoved an extensive 
practice as 2 physician in the best circles of that city,-as well: as a wide friend- 
ship owing to his ideal humanity.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE, 
The list of Jews who have received appointments and promotions in the 
Legion of Honour in connection with the National Féte of July 14 gives an 
idea of the varied character of public offices, which our coreligionists hold in 


France. In this list we find a Treasurer General, M. Margfoy, at Bordeaux, a 


Lieutenant-Colonel of Artillery, attached to the Ministry of War, M. Samuel 
Paul .Naquet, a Maitre des Requétes at the Council of State, M. Camille Lyon, 
an Inspector General of Bridges and Roads, -M. Samuel Wolf, a Chief Inspector 
of Museums, M. Roger Marx, a Conservator of Forests, M. Dreyfus, at 
Bar-le-Duc.

The Jews in Corfu are about to lose their Chief Rabbi, Signor da Fano, 
who has been unanimously elected Chief Rabbi of Milan, Like his predecessor, 
Signor G. E. Levi, Signor da Fano is an Italian; by far the greater number of 
Jews in the island of Corfu being Italians either by birth or by immediate 
descent. During the critical times in the early part of last year when the Jews 
lay under the unfounded suspicion of. having murdered a Christian girl for 
ritual purposes, Signor da Fano displayed a high degree of energy and . tact, 
which had no inconsiderable influence on the authorities and greatly cheered 
his terror-stricken flock. 

GERMANY, 

The King of Saxony has publicly expressed his reprobation of the vile 
anti-Jewish pamphlets of Rector Ahlwardt. The National Liberal party in 
his Majesty's kingdom held a general meeting in Leipsic, at which a resolution 
condemning the entire anti-Semitic agitation was unanimously adopted. 

The Empress. Frederick, the Crown Prince and Princess of Greece, the 
Princess Margerethe of Prussia, and other royal personages paid a visit a fort- 
night ago to the residence of Baron Willy de Rothschild (brother of Lady 
Rothschild) at Frankfort, and partook of tea with the Baroness, 

Several new tombstones in the Jewish cemetery at Grevenboich have been 
destroyed, and the pieces scattered over the ground. Windows have been 
broken in the synagogue and in the houses of Jews, and in a neighbouring 
village, a bonrb was thrown into the house of a Jewish widow, doing considerable 
damage, 

The University of Toronto has conferred the honorary degree of Doctor 
on Herr John Landauer, President of the Jewish congregation at Brunswick, a 
merchant who has earned considerable distinction for his ‘studies in Natural 
Science, Herr Landauer owes his diploma to the fact that two years ago he 
was Chairman of a Committee formed to assist in restoring the Library of the 
Toronto University which had been destroyed. Through his activity nearly 
10,000 volumes were sent to Toronto, some of them being gifts from the German 
Emperor and other royal personages. |

The death at the Hague is announced of Heer Isaac Belinfante, one of 
the veterans of the Dutch press. When journalism in Holland was yet in its 
infancy, Heer Belinfante was hard at work in promoting its development as 
head of the correspondence-/urcaw for the daily newspapers.
